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\HE  many  Volumes  that  have  been  writ  in  Phyftck  by  Learned 
Men  in  every  Age  •  are  all  previous,  and  in  order  to  the 
better  defignirig  and  making  of  Medicines  more  certain  and 
effectual  in- Curing,  'This  is  the  chief  Point  aimed  at  j  the 
center  and  termination  of  Study  and  Labour  •  the  Sum  total,  and  Per *  ‘ 
feSlicn  of  all  the  Learning  in  this  nArt :  Failure  herein ,  makes  all  the 
ref  fruftraneous,  and  of  little  value. 

The  primitive  Prof  effort  and  Fathers  of  Medical  Science,  were 
wholly  employed  upon  the  Invention  and  Preparation  of  Medicines  j 
making  Tryals  and  Experiments  therewith ,  for  more  certainty  in  their 
undertakings  •  upon  which  Bottom  they  laid  the  Foundation  of  Phyftck 
Art :  And  their  Succeffors  likewife ,  for  many  Hundred  Tears  after 7 
continued  diligent  Preparers  of  Medicines  for  their  own  Trail  ice  £ 
many  cogent  Reafons,  urging  that  mofi  neceffary  Labour ,  and  indij- 
fen fable  Duty:  Thereby  improving  and  gaining  a  more  certain  know¬ 
ledge  ;  fecuring  their  Patients  from  dangerous  Cafualties  •  and  de¬ 
fending  the  Secrets  of  Art  from  Pro  flit  ut  ion, 

Phyfitians  then  of  the  great  eft  Repute  •  were  ambitious  of  acquiring 
fome  Medicine  extraordinary,  moft  ufeful  and  advantageous  to  the 
Publick  *  and  it  was  their  Glory  accounted,  to  have  their\  Names 
Celebrated  thereby,  as  Promoters  of  a  general  Good.  Pra:ftantiffimi 
Medici  Domi  fwx,  fuis  Manibus  Medicamenta  compofiierunt, 
&  fiiis  Nominibus  infigniverimt.  Sennert.  Inftitut.  Lib. 5*.  Sed,2. 
Cap.  1.  Phyfitians  the n  were  famed  by  their  Medicines',  to  whom 
the  P  eople  did  re  fort  for  their  celebrious  Remedies • 

But  of  latter  times ,  the  Learned  making  an  unhappy  Defell  ion  ♦ 
and  changing  that  ancient,  fecure ,  and  moft  laudable  Ctiftom  r  for  a 
conjecturing  uncertainty  *  the  Vanity  of  Pen  Practice  in  Pharmacy  * 
wider  an  Erroneous,  but  fpeciom  Pretence,  of  forming  and  appropria¬ 
ting  Medicines  to  Perfon  and  Cafe ,  by  Indications  :  A  cafml  and  ha¬ 
zardous  deftgning  of  Medicines  *  not  to  be  contrived  and  formed  by 
fuch  Me  fares  *  as  plainly  appears  in  a  Trait  upon  this  Subjell  (  The 

Fradice 


SPrattice  of  Phyfick  Reformed  )  whither  I  refer  the  Reader ,  to  view 
the  Evidence  againjt  this  egregious  Delufion  5  pemicioufly  impofed  upon 
the  Credulous  World,  under  the  Tret  ext  and  Umbrage  of  Learnings 
Safety,  and  the  ulmoft  of  Art . 


IPrafUce  of  Phyfick  Reformed  )  whither  1  refer  the  Reader,  to  view 


legal  Thyfitian  •  have  fo  often  deluded  inconfiderate  and  unwary  Peo¬ 
ple,  with  their  Cheats  and  Trifles,  for  infallible  and  never  failing 
Remedies ;  which  bath  brought  a  Scandal  upon  publishing  any  thing 
of  this  Kind  5  and  thereby  burr'd  the  Public^  from  the  Benefit  and 
fuccefful  Labours,  offome  Learned ,  Ingenious,  and  perite  Artifts  in 
Pharmacy. 

Thus  much  briefly  premifed  \  to  obviate  the  ctnfure  cf  utfdifcerning 
weak  Heads  *  and  to  flop  the  Mouths  of  Malevolent  Men,  of  oppofite 
Interests.  I  proceed  new  to  the  Matter  propofed,  and  jatisfartion 
promifed  m  the  Frontifpiece. 

That  a  (ingle  and  fingtilar  Medicine,  may  be  endowed  with  a  Tower 
of  Univerfality  or  Comprebenflon  >  properly  and  efficacioufly  to  oppofe 
many  and  various  Difeafes ,  in  divers  Terfons  ;  is  what  l  have  under¬ 
taken  to  prove  :  The  Poflibility,  and  rational  Probability  whereof 
will  fairly  appear j  if  you  rightly  under  [land  asfolloweth. 

I  am  now  going  out  of  the  common  beaten  Road  of  Thyjick ,  and 
the  vulgar  Methods  of  Phyfitians ;  into  unknown  Paths,  but  leading 
a  nearer  and  more  commodious  way  :  Therefore  you  muft  not  expert 
my  Dilcourfe  to  comport  with  the  common  Notions,  and  Opinions 
of  other  Writers ;  yet  confentamous  with  Reafon*  and  juft ifiablc 
thereby  ,  confirmed  alfo  by  Fa<5t 

For  your  clearer  Apprehenfion  •,  I  have  digefied  the  whole  Matter 
methodically  and  diflinrtly  into  three  Tarts  *,  treating  upon  three  prin¬ 
cipal  and  different  Heads.  The  Agent ;  the  Work ;  and  the  Inftru- 
menr. 

The  Firft  fart,  fets  forth  the  Capacity  of  the  Agent,  or  Efficient 
in  Curing. 

The  Second  contains  the  Difficulty,  and  Facility  of  the  Work 
to  be  done. 

The  Third,  flews  the  exquiflte  Fitmfs,  and  curious  contrivance  of 
the  Inftrument,  or  Means  ;  whereby  or  with,  Ctuing  is  promoted 
Comprehenfivdy .

(HE  internal  Agent  or  Efficient ,  that  performs  the 
Office'of  Curing  Human  Body  in  all  cafe;  is  the  Vital 
Principle,  or  Vital  Spirit,  alfo  called  Nature  :  Which 
three  Names  are  Synonimom ,  fignifying  one  and  the 
lame.;  and  are  ufed  here  promifcuoufly.  The  Capacity,  Po wer, 
and  Dexterity  of  this  Agent ,  eminently  appears  in  a  threefold 
manner. 

Firft ;  In  the  wonderful  Draught ,  and  Portraiture  of  Porma- 
tion. 

Secondly  ;  In  the  Daily  courle  of  Confer  vat  ion. 

Thirdly ;  In  the  Exigencies,  and  attempts  of  Curadom 
Natura  eft  Morhomm  Medicatrix :  Nature  receives,  and  manageth 
all  Medicinal  means,  for  repairing  the  Body. 

In  the  firft  performance  of  this  Plafttc  and  Archite&onic 
Principle,  take  Notice ;  that  fimple  Spermatic  Humour,  was  the 
fingle  matter  out  of  which,  and  of  which  only,  the  (Stamina) 
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Rudiments  of  the  Stupendous  Fabrick  of  Human  Body  was 
formed,  with  different  Spermatic  Parts :  Bones,  Cartilages,  Liga - 
went j, Tendons,  Membranes,  Fibre s,&c.  From  thence  proceeding 
to  Organize,  and  compleat  this  wonderful  Machine . 

The  Second,  and  continual  Operation  of  this  Regent  Vital  Spirit  • 
is  maintaining  and  fupplying,  the  many  different  Parts  of  Hu¬ 
man  Body>  with  various  fuitable  Liquors,  derived  from  a  fimple 
alimentary  Juice  wrought  in  the  Stomach,  called  Chyle. 

The  third  Performance  of  this  Diligent  and  Dextrous  internal 
Operator ;  is  repairing,  mending,  and  reducing  into  order,  the 
Structure  of  Human  Body,  when  decaying,  or  difcompofed  ;  by 
the  Infirument  al  means,  and  help  of  Medicine. 

The  Firft,  and  Second  Operations  of  this  Agent,  are  wonder¬ 
ful  ;  in  producing  fuch  various  ftrange  effects,  out  of  Jingle  and 
fimple  matter,  as  Sperm,  and  Chyle  ;  by  a  tranfmuting  and  tran- 
fiibftantiating  Power.

This  curious  Ar  chit  eel  (  Nature )  that  built  the  ftupendious 
gtruBure  of  Human  Body;  and  formed  all  the  various  materials 
thereof  by  Tranfmutation  of  Jingle  matter,  with  no  Infirument ; 4 
Can  probably,  and  with  facility;  repair  and  mend,  this  Work, 
imnjhip,  when  out  of  order  ;  with  one  exquilite  Infirument,  egre- 
giouily  connived  for  Catholic  life.  .

This  Vital  Principle  (called  Nature)  is-  a  Catholic  free  Agent ; 
daily  performing  various  Offices,  and  contrary  motions  in  Human 
Body ;  yet  all  conlpiring  harmonioufly/  for  the  ufe  and  welfare 
of  Vital  Government. 

This  Governor  and  Supporter  of  the  Microcofim  j  operates 
universally,  varioufly,  and  contrarily  ;  yet  confentaneoufly, 
ufefully,  and  neceffarily.  Binds  and  loofens  ;  opens  and  jhuts ; 
moves  upward,  ajld  downward  •  Liquifies ,  and  Coagulates  *  -  Rare¬ 
fies  and  Condenfeth  tranfmits  and  retains  ;  tranfimutes  and  tranfub - 
fiantiatesy  alimentary  matter  into  various  forms,  and  liibftances. 

And  all  thefe  different,  and  contrary  Adions ;  are  performed 
(effi tier,  ter)  by  the  Vital  ruling  Principle  ;  ( materialiter )  with  a 
fmgle  alimentary  Juice  *,  digefted  in  the  Stomach ,  to  iupply  and 
enable  every  Part  of  the  Body  (differing  in  Organisation. ,  Tempe¬ 
rature,  Texture,  and  Office)  to  execute  their  various  Funttions. 

If  this  fupreme  Agent,  can  perform  various  and  contrary  aBu 
ons  with fingle  Aliment:  Then  probably  that  fame  Power,  may 
cure  various,  and  contrary  Difeafes ,  with  fingle  Medicament. 

Can  this  tranfrauting  Spirit,  with  Bread  and  Water;  make 
Chyle,  Blood ,  Nervous  Juice,  Sperm,  and  Milk  ;  various  Liquors  for 
divers  ufes,  of  the  lame  alimental  matter  ? 

Can  this  tranfiubfiantiating  Principle,  make  Blood  here ;  Flefh 
there  •,  and  Bones  in  another  place,  of  the  fame  Food  ? 

If  this  Vital  Spirit,  can  maintain  and  feed  all  the  different 
Parts  of  the  Body,  with  one  alimentary  Juice,  Chyle :  Then  pro¬ 
bably  and  very  reafbnably,  it  may  mend  and  cure  all  thofe  Parts 
with  one  Medicine. 

If  Nature  can  do  wonders  with  fingle  Aliment ;  very  likely  fhe 
can  do  wonders  with  fingle  Medicament . 

As  Nature  (the  Life)  doth  diftribute  Aliment  from  the  Stomach 
to  all  Parts  of  the  Body  ;  fhe  can  as  eafily  convey  (. Materialiter 
<vel  Vtrtualiter)  a  Catholic  Inftrument,  into  all  thofe  Parts  to  let 
them  right.  And  this  you  muft  believe  ;  that  no  Medicine  di- 
reds,  or  moves  it  felf  here  or  there  in  the  Body  *  but  Nature 
difpo  eth  of  it  to  this  Part,  or  that  as  fhe  Bands  in  need;  con¬ 
veying  both  Nutriment  and  Medicament  at  her  plealure  ;  at  leail 
to  her  Power ;  and  there  is  no  power  eife.

Mechanic  or  Manual  Artifts,  externally  placed  to  work  upon 
their  Subject  (circa  quod)  have  need  of  many  Materials  and  Imple¬ 
ments,  to  effed  and  perfed  what  they  defign,  and  are  about: 
But  the  Regent  Vital  Principle,  is  feated  more  advantagioufly  - 
hath  an  internal  refidenCe  in  every  Part  of  the  Body,  operating 
internally  all  the  Fundions ;  and  therefore  (lands  not  in  need  of 
fiich  variety  of  Inftruments  to  work  with. 

You  may  underhand  from  hence,  the  poffibility  to  be  very 
lair  and  rational  on  Nature’s  fide  $  that  Hie  can  manage  a  Catholic 
Medicine  very  well,  to  ferve  all  the  Operations  and  Intentions  of 
Curing ;  is  willing  to  receive,  and  ready  to  Operate,  with  fuch  a

contriving  and  forming  this  Catholic  Inllrument,  lies  not  (b  eafie 
and  probable  on  the  Phyfician’s  part:  (Super at  Captum)  It  is  not 
m  be  done  by  gue(s,  with  Pen  and  Ink  upon  a  piece  of  Paper,  in 
the  preferring  Mode. 

Thus  much  (hall  (iiffice,  to  (hew  the  Promptnefs,  Energy,  and 
Dexterity  of  the  Efficient  or  Vital  internal  Agent  ^  in  complying 
and  operating  with  a  Catholic  Medicine.  I  pals  on  to  the  next 
Stage  ;  to  fet  forth  the  Difficulty  of  the  work  to  be  done  ;  and 
Probability  of  performing  it.

Giving  the  Account  of  Difeafes  cur  Me  Comfrehenfivety . 

THE  Work  to  be  performed  is  Curing  Comprehenjively :  That 
is  to  (ay ;  levelling  fairly  and  hopefully  at  divers  Difeafes 
with  a  Jingle  radical  Medicine ;  and  therewith  to  relieve  a  Mul¬ 
titude  of  complaining  Perfcns* 

Now  here  prefents  a  prodigious  Company  of  Difeafes  •  of  di£. 
ferent  kinds  \  and  feated  in  fever al  Parts  ot  the  Body,  preying 
upon  the  Life  :  So  many,  and  fo  varioufly  affaulting  j  that  in 
your  Reafon,  may  well  require  a  vail  Number  of  different  and 
peculiar  Medicines,  properly  to  oppofe  them And  without 
fiich.  combined  force,  and  various  Medicinal  Affiftance  *?  you 
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do  believe,  it  is  folly  to  attempt,  and  expert  Succefs  in  the  un¬ 
dertaking  of  lb  great  a  work. 

To  remove  this  Difficulty ,  and  feeming  Impoffibility  that  lies  in 
our  way  ;  and  to  render  a  Catholic  Medicine  a  likely  fit  Inftru- 
ment  to  perform  Co?npr  then  finely,  againlt  this  great  Company  5 
I  fhall  make  thefe  two  Inq  uiries. 

Firft,  into  the  Number  of  Difeafes ;  as  by  Name  commonly 
diflinguifoed. 

Secondly,  into  the  Nature  of  them  ;  as  differing  (  a  fonts )  by 
their  Origin,  from  whence  they  affurge. 

Difeafes  in  their  Number  by  Denomination ,  I  find  them  fiCtiti- 
eufly  and  injurioufly  multiplied  ;  ieemingly  but  fiich,  not  really 
fo  many  ;  which  Error  I  have  Denoted  and  Corrected  in  ano¬ 
ther  'Trail ,  ( Inquiries  into  the  General  Catalogue  of  Difeafes )  wheroj 
for  fufficient  Reafons;  the  firlf  general  Dlvifion  of  that  Catalogue, 
I  ftruck  quite  out  y  as  not  being  properly  called  Difeafes ,  but  are 
Symptoms  only :  Whereby  a  great  Abatement  is  made,  and  the 
Super fluotts  number  reduced  to  fewer ,  by  a  third  Part.  I  refer 
you  thither  for  farther  Satisfaction  ;  not  to  repeat  here. 

Secondly ;  ( for  another  Abatement )  Examining  the  Nature 
and  Effiential  differ&ifce  of  Difeafes ;  I  find  moll  of  them,  net 
to  differ  fo  much  in  their  Nature ,  as  in  Name ;  from  feme  Cir- 
Gumftances  that  make  the  Variegation,  and  give  Denomination ; 
Therefore,  Difeafes,  tho7  very  numerous  as  commonly  Denomi¬ 
nated  ;  yet  will  reasonably ,  and  very  fitly,  admit  of  a  Reduce- 
ment  in  Number :  By  contrading  and  ailociating  them  into  a- 
few  Companies  of  Affinity,  from  their  Humoral  Cades,  iffuing 
from  one  and  the  fame  Fountain  :  And  then,  Difeafes  will  not  re¬ 
quire  fiich  variety  of  peculiar  appropriating  Medicines  ;  nor  fiich- 
diftinCt  Methods  of  Cure  ;  as  commonly  is  praCtifed,  and  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Anthors. 

Circumftances  attending  Difeafes,  have  been  the  occafion,  and  ' 
do  often  give  diverfitv  of  Names . 

From  different  Parts  affected  ;  as  VUurifie ,  Teripneumonie ,  Colic 
Iliac  Pajfion ,  Sciatica. 

From  the  manner  of  Invafion  ;  as  Epilepfy ,  and  Apoplexy. 

From  the  manner  of  afflicting;  asC onvul(iony  Catarrh ,  Rheu- 
matifm. 

From  functions  abolilhed,  or  depraved;  as  V  alfy  ^Tremor 

Difeafes- 
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Difeafes  are  extravagantly  and  unneceffarily  multiplied  by  De¬ 
nomination  •,  but  they  are  not  a  quarter  fo  many  by  their  eff  ntial 
Caules  and  Radication  :  For  tho*  they  are  made  thus  numerous 
and  different  by  their  Names  5  yet  many  of  them  nave  great 
Affinity,  and  are  near  of  Kin ,  by  their  Origin.,  from  their  Caufes 
of  Vro  dull  ion  \  and  fupplies  for  Continuation  in  Being, 

The  fame  morbific  Humour ,  floating  up  and  down,  obffrudfcing, 
infefting,  and  affliding  divers  Barts  of  the  Body,  hath  begot  va¬ 
rious  Names  ■:  Gouty  Rheumatifm ,  Colic  3  fluxes,  Stitchesframpsffon- 

vulfions,IieaverSyInflamations,&'c,  ^  ' 

The  fame  Humoral  Al after  that  now  makes  the  Gout  •  at  another 
time  procureth  the  Colic  ^  Ibmetimes  a  flux  j  another  time  the 
Heal  Ado,  Tooth- Ach ,  or  fomething  elfe.  Thus  producing  leve- 
ral  Difeafes,  and  Symptomatica l  appearances,  from  the  fame  Hu¬ 
moral  Caufe ;  which  to  Vulgar  underftandings  are  feemingly  fo 
di Hindi,  as  having  no  relation  to  each  other :  Yet  all  thefe 
(oftentimes)  being  bred ,  and  fo  fed  from  one  degeneiate  Matter, 
will  admit  of  the  lame  Cure,  by  a  true  Radical,  Catholic  Medi¬ 
cine  ;  having  their  Caufation,  and  dependance  fiom  one  Original, 

So  that  Multiplicity  of  Difeafes,  and  Symptomatical  Produ&s 
varioufly  named,  from  Parts  alfefted ;  I  depraved  ^  or 

Circumllances  attending ;  does  not  lo  neceifanly,  and  always 
require  multiplicity-,  and  variety  oi  Medicines,  and  Methods,  as 
fome  undilcerning  Heads  may  think  ,  being  confounded^  by  va¬ 
rious  Names,  given  to  Difeafes  and  Sympt ernes.  But  11  it  were 
not  for  this  Invention  $  how  fhould  ail  the  Diugs  be  conlum  d . 
And  how  fhould  the  Phyfick  Trade  thrive :  and  the  Shops  be 
adorn’d,  with  painted  Pots,  and  gilded  Glaifes . .  Great  is  Diana 
of  the  Ephefians  5  for  by  this  Craft  we  get  oui  gain. 

From  hence  you  may  learn ;  that  various  Names,  60  not  always 
p/refent  to  you  fuch  various  Difeafes  j  not  fo  different  and  diftinct 
in  their  Caufes  as  commonly  reprefented,  and  fuppofed  to  be  -o, 
And  now  you  may  underftand  (if  you  have  underif andmg ) 
.this  Method  of  Curing  Comprehenfively  by  a  Catholic  Medicine ; 
to  be  rational  5  and  probable  to  effebt  what  many  People  diffe¬ 
rently  complaining,  do  defire.  .

Nominal  multiplicity  of  Difoafos,  have  arhufed  the  I  eopie  ; 
puzled  young  Pradtifors  to  adapt  Medicines  differently  to  each  r 
And  the  Elder  fort,  are  fometimes  miffed  thereby. 

Medicine  is  not  to  be  appropriated  after  this  manner ;  and .  to 
vary,  as  Names  are  varied  ;  but  to  the  Nature  and  Condition 
of  Difoafos,  from  their  effential  C-aufes ;  many  ot  them  being 
the  off-lpring  and  of  the  lame  kind  j  maybe  link  d  togethei  un¬ 
der  one  Denomination,  and  will  admit  of  the  fa  me Medicine, 
properly  and  advantageoufly. 

When  all  the  dependant  Symptoms  (the  difoovering  and  decla- 
rative  Signals)  are  reduc’d  to  their  Dfeafes  from  whence. they  a- 
rile :  And  Difeafos  circumftantially  denominated,  comprifod  un¬ 
der  proper  Names  •  from  radical  Caufos  as  their  general  Heads 
(which  are  but  few )  the  practice  of  Phyfick  then  will  not  be1 
fo  extravagantly  expanded;  nor  fo  intricate  and  intangle  d ;  but 
compendioufly  fot  forth  in  little  Compals ;  more  clear  and  eafily 
comprehenfible :  The  Intentions  of  Curing  but  few  ;  and  the 
Number  of  Medicines  not  many  :  Succefs  therein  more  hopeful ; 
with  the  Charge  and  "Trouble  more  eafe  to  Patients,  in  their  courfos 

of  Phyfick.  .  * 

To  illuftrate  and  prove  in  part;  what  hath  been  laid  ;  I  ake  a: 

Hundred  Sick  or  Difeafod  Perfons ;  examine  them  where  their 
feveral  complaints  do  lye,  what  Tarts  afflibted  or  grieved :  Some  . 
complain  of  their  Head  •  others  of  their  Breafi ;  fome  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach  \  others  about  the  Region  of  the  Liver  •  many  ot  the  Spleen  ^ 
fome  of  the  Guts ;  or  Limbs, &c.  And  for  all  thefe  complaints,  your 
Phyfitian  will  give  you  various  Names  to  diftinguilh  them  by 
and  peculiar  Medicines,  and  different  Methods  lor  Cure;  as  in. 
practical  Authors,  you  may  find  foch  like  forms  of  Medicines, 

and  Methods*  T  , 

Then  Inquire  of  the  lame  Authors,  and  fee  what  Judgment: 
they  give  touching  the  Caule  of  all  thole  Dfeafes,  fo  differently 
feated ,  and  variouffy  named :  And  you  will  find,  that  depraved 
Humours y  and  Obftruftions  •  are  the  general  and  principal  caufos*. 
affigned,  for  all  thofe  Difeafesy  the’  commonly  reputed,  as  diffe¬ 
rent,  in  their  Nature ,  as  they  are  in  their  Names :  From  which 
Contrivance,  and  Delufion,  the  appropriated  Recipes  have  foper- 
abounded. 
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If  fo,  as  true  it  is;  then  what  ifiall  hinder  an  Elaborate Catho¬ 
lic  Medicine,  from  being  a  fit  and  moft  conanwdiousd  rument* 
to  open  obftruefted  pailages  of  the  Canals ,  and  cenimon  Sewers 
-■©f  Human  Body  ;  and  to  give  a  free  vent,  for  dean  ling  away  all 
liich  degenerate  and  vicious  Stagnant  matte;  ;  in  this,  or  that 
Fart  where  it  refides,  and  infells :  Efpecialiy  it  you  have  this 
Confederation ;  that  when  the  lower  Region  of  the  Body  (fo 
called )  is  fairly  and  fully  difoharged,  of  all  the  clogging  relids 
of  Indigeftion  \  then  Vital  Emanations  and  diradiating  Influence 
from  thence,  are  become  more  Vigorous,  and  powerful  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  remote  Parts  $  having  their  dependance  and  lupplies 
from  this  Center  ;  where  the  Life  is  more  eminently  and  princi¬ 
pally  Seated  ;  from  thence  exerting  its  fupporting  and  governing 
Power,  through  the  Regions  of  the  Micrccofm. 

To  anfwer  the  Nominal  and  unneceffary  multiplicity  of  Difeafes, 
(fo  differingly  underllood)  there  are  Tboufands  of  Medicines 
invented,  and  daily  more  are  inventing  :  And  for  this  purpofo, 
to  fupply  the  contrivance,  they  rake  all  Foreign  Countrys,  to 
bring  in  (lore  of  their  unwholfome,  and  virulent  Weals,  Rootsy 
Conor et  Juices ,  Barks , Minerals,  &c.  to  make  variety  of  malignant , 
and  ill  audited  Medicines.  Any  thing,  and  every  thing  that 
will  make  a  wry  Face  j  that  will  Naufeate  the  Stomach  ;  or  gripe, 
rake,  and  fcour  the  Guts  •  all  that  fluff  Verves  for  Phyfick  ;  to 
make  diverfity  of  liich  ill  conditioned,  and  unlucky  Medicines. 

But  you  mull  think  them,  proper  and  adapt  tofoveral  Difeafes  ; 
land  very  necelfary  to  anfwer  the  various  Indications  of  divers 
Perfons,  differently  affe&ed. 

People  being  thus  millaken  j  yet  think  themfelves  very  pru¬ 
dent  and  wary,  and  well  provided  for  ;  when  they  have  pur- 
•ohafod  fome  coniedural  appropriated  Recipes ,  deviled  for  their 
particular  Cafe;  which  particularity  (very  often)  lies  moftly  in 
Name ;  and  not  fo  much  different,  from  the  Difeafes  of  other 
Perfons  j  if  you  trace  them  up  to  their  Original,  and  general 


Caules.  .  . 

After  this  Rate,  of  appropriating  Medicines  to  Dileales,  and  to 

every  Individual  Perfon;  A lillions  of  Medicines,  (  for  Millions  of 
People)  will  be  but  fufficient  to  fupply  the  practice  of  Phyfick, 
in  this  Novel  and  irrational  Mode.  And  here  I  might  upbraid, 
and  Laugh  at  the  generality  of  the  World  ;  having  loll  their  Urn 
der (landing  in  this  matter  ;  and  being  impofed  upon  beyond 
Rea/on.  % 
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By  what  has  been  faid,  you  may  plainly  perceive ;  that  the 
work  of  Curing  many  Dileales  (foch  as  are  Curable ;  and  atien >  s 
rightly  endeavouring  to  be  Cured  in  common  Gales )  lies  fan 
and  probable  to  be  effeded,  by  a  Catholic  Expedient :  The  su¬ 
perfluous  Number  of  Dileales  being  compendioiilly  reduced  ;  and 
the  Nature  of  them  being  thus  explained. 

The  internal  Vital  Agent  (termed  Nature )  having  a  true  C^- 
thollc  Internment  to  ad  with;  operates  univerfally. and  powerfully, 
againft  a  multitude  of  Dileafes ;  and  endeavours  Curing,  more 
readily  and  fafely,  with  an  amicable,  extraordinary,  weii  proved 
Medicament ;  by  a  Phylitian  s  Induftry,  and  long  labour  com- 
pleated  ;  than  with  a  number  of  Compofitions  conjebiurally  deviled ; 
Prefcripts  tranlfnitted  to  the  Shops,  to  be  made  at  a  venture  ;  who 
then  can  tell,  what  they  may  prove  ?  But  every  Tick  Patient^ 
muft  make  the  Experiment,  of  their  new  invented  Medicines. 

But  when  all  this  is  laid ;  Tho’  1  have  reduced  the  general 
Pradice  of  Phylick  thus  freight ;  in  oppofition  to  the  common 
extravagancy ,  and  unnecejfary  Number  of  Medicines ;  to  mew  the 
Poffibility  of  relieving  many,  and  divers  Complaints  by  a  Jingle 
extraordinary  Medicine,  and  the  Reafons  for  the  Pertormance 
thereof :  Yet  it  is  not  to  be  lb  underllood  ;  as  it  I  confined  the 
whole  Pradice  always  lo  narrow  and  dole,  exclufive  to  Plurality : 
But  that  Ibme  obllinate  and  different  Cafes  may,  and  do  requiie 
'lometimes  the  affillance  of  another  Medicine  ;  fpecific,  or  oi  pe¬ 
culiar  and  different  Operation  ;  to  be  ufed  in  the.  Inter  mijjions  oi  a 
Comprehenfive  Catholic  :  And  if  it  does  not  perform  the  whole 
Work, and  effed  the  Cure  folely  (as  oftentimes  it  does)3;stitbeais 
a  principal  Part  ;  and  the  ffrels  of  Curing  will  lye  moftly 
upon  the  Catholic  ;  if  defervediy  it  carries  that  Title,  and  is  no 
Counterfeit.

Scurvy ,  Dropjies,  Jaundice ,  Hypochondriac  Fie  lane  holly',  Naujeoufnefs , 
Vomiting,  Fluxes ,  Spleen ,  Colic,  Stitches ,  Rheumatifrn ,  Gout,  Worms, 
Hemorrhoids ,  Aches  of  the  Head,  or  Limbs Corpulency ,  Vertigo,  Epi~ 
lepjy ,  Apoplexy.  A ffhmaes.  Coughs,  Conj umptibn,  Arc. 

< Organic  Dileales  internal ,  dependant  upon  vicious  Formation  of 
Parts  (in  utero)  from  Errors  of  the  Plaffic  Principle  difturbed  :

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In  Magnitude,  Situation,  Figure,  Connexion,  or  Disjunction  ;  Thefe 
are  to  be  accounted  in  the  number  of  Incurable  $  and  not  within 
the  Latitude  of  Catholic  Comprehenfion ;  nor  remediable  by  the 
Art  of  Phyfick.  But  for  as  much  as  fuch  Caufes  are  undifcern- 
able  and  latent,  they  pals  only  for  difficult  and  contumacious ; 
and  are  relievable  in  part ;  by  mitigating  the  Products  and  ejfeCts 
thereof  i  And'  fo  far  the  Catholic  Expedient,  is  a  fecure  and

Difeafes  of  Difcontinuity,  (To  termed  )  External  and  Chirur- 
gical :  As  Wounds ,  Ulcers ,  Contusions,  Apoftcms ,  &c.  requiring  ma¬ 
nual  Operations  :  They  are  not  fully  comprifed  under  Catholic 
Comprehenfion,  but  only  in  part;  and  therein,  the \  Catholic  Ex¬ 
pedient  performs  a  necelfary  Office,  as  a  great  Auiirant  to  Sal¬ 
mons  in  fuch  Cafes;  by  keeping  the  Body  in  due  order;  re¬ 
training  a  Flux  of  Humours  from  referring  to  the  Part  grieved;

Difeafes  of  Difcontinuity,  internal :  As  Wounds,  Ulcers  Contu *

cifed :  Such  preternatural  Affects,  are  primely  and  fully  included 
within  the  Power  of  the  Catholic  Arcanum ;  which  fupplies  the.

In  deplorable  Cafes  oi 
this  kind  ;  I  efteem  it  Supreme  Help,  more  hopeful  than  any 
thing  in  Art  :  experto  Crede.

T  N  the  Firth  Part ;  having  demonftrated  th e  Power,  and  won- 
I  derful  Operations  of  the  Vital  Agent,  or  Efficient  m  Curing. 

The  Second  Part,  fets  forth  the  Difficulty  and  feemmg Impoffib,- 
liiy  of  the  Work ;  made  probable  and  likely  to  be  effe&ed. 

In  the  Third  and  laft  Place  ;  1  Ihall  exhibite  to  your  view  the 
extraordinary  Contrivance  of  Medical  Mrumnt,  accomplished 
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with  multifarious  Qualities,  requifite  to  perform  Comprehenfively  : 
And  that  is,  the  Catholic  Medicine. 

Not  deviled  con jectu rally  by  the  uncertain  variable  Syndrom  of 
Indications ,  different  in  every  Individual  Cafe  :  (as  the  common 
unproved,  fortuitous  and  hazardous  Adventure,  of  preferring 
Pra&ice  )  But  defigned,  formed,  and  often  proved ;  by  the  ge¬ 
neral  conftant  courfe  of  Functions,  daily  to  be  performed  in 
Human  Nature ;  ordained  the  Law  of  Vital  Government  in  Man¬ 
kind:  Which  decent,  Salutiferous  Orders  to  maintain,  or  re- 
ftore ;  this  Catholic  Engine  was  contrived,  for  the  Catholic  inter¬ 
nal  Agent  to  work  with ;  for  removing  Impediments  to  recover 
and  confirm,  the  Harmony  of  Vital  Operations  •  difeompofed  or 
interrupted,  here  or  there,  in  Human  Bodies. 

The  Catholic  Medicine  eminently  declares  its  Univerfality  ,  and 
properly  bears  that  Title,  in  thefe  two  RefpeCts. 

Firfi ;  as  having  a  general  Amity  with  Mankind  ;  being  moil: 
agreeable  with  Human  Nature:  Operating  cajmly,  pleafantly, 
and  hopefully  with  All •  difgulting  or  difagreeing  with  None; 
But  promoting  all  the  neceflary  Operations ,  and  aiding  the  Fun- 
lUons,  daily  to  be  performed  in  Vital  Government . 

Secondly  ;  as  having  Enmity  with  all  the  Difeafes  of  Seminal  and 
Humoral  Production  in  Man’s  Body:  Always,  and  in  various 
Cafes,  fhewing  oppofition  thereto:  and  profecutes  liich  inbred 
fecret  Enemies  to  Human  Life  ;  conftantly  and  efficacioufly. 

The  ReaJ'ons  why  ;  and  manner  how ;  appears  evidently. 

Firfi',  from  thefe  two  infignal  Properties-,  Aperitive  and  Abfier- 
five,  wherewith  this  Medical  Arcanum  is  primely  endowed  : 
Which  two  grand  Virtues  in  conjunction,  powerfully  emaning 
from  thence ;  operates  fo  effectually,  and  gives  two  fuch  killing 
ftrokes,  at  the  Root  of  all  the  Seminal  and  Humoral  Difeafes  ;  that 
the  Buds,  Bloffbms ,  and  Bra?iches  fed  from  thence  (appearing  va- 
rioufly,  in  divers  Parts  of  the  Body)  do  gradually  wither,  and 
die  s  by  Projection,  and  prudent  ufe  thereof. 

A  pert  it  ion  and  Abfierfijn  -  are  the  two  principal,  and  Ccmprc- 
henfive  Phylical  Operations *,  both  Preventive  and  Curative',  againft 
a  Multitude  of  Difeafes,  if  pei  formed  by  fuch  due  means,  requi¬ 
fite  to  do  that  Salutiferous  work,  as  it  ought  to  be  done.

Now  obferve,’who  it  is  that  manageth  this  Comprehenfive  In* 
firument :  The  Vital  regent  Principle:  a  Oi&foAg^t  ,ofU- 
cmitary  Prefence ,  in  the  Machine  of  Human  Body  .  That  ope  - 
varioufiVi  and  contrarily,  at  one  and  the  fame  time,  m  feveral 
Places ;  Yyet  confentaneouhy  for  Prefemtion  of  the  whole  :  Open. 
and"  Shuts ;  Expels  and  Retains ;  moves  upward  and rdowmvard,C f- 
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in  the  daily  courfe,  and  Adminiftration  of  Government. 

Confider  alfo,  the  various  Qualifications  of  this  Phyfical  Expe¬ 
dient  :  Not  forcing  and  compelling;  but  flexible  and  gentle, 
complacent  and  complying  with  the  Regent  Principle  ;  to  be  con¬ 
veyed  toere  or  there,  (  materialiter  vel  virtualiter)  and  is  made  uleful 
as  the  Cafe  requires :  Yielding  up  fuch  Virtue,  as  Nature  (Mor. 
borum  Medicatrix )  hands  in  need  of:  In  like  manner,  as  the  fame 
Aliment  is  converted  to  various  ufes  i  lo  one  Catholic  Instrument , 
‘is  applyed  to  various  Purpofes.  Nature  dire&s,  and  hands  the 
Medicine  here  and  there  ;  to  work  what,  and  how  fhe  pleafeth. 

And  now  I  have  Explained,  and  proved  fufficiently  ;  (  by  the 
' Agent ;  by  die  Work  ;  and  the  Infbrnment )  this  Myftery  ;  That 
'Catholic  Adaptation  to  Human  Nature,  ftudioufly  inftituted  for 
Diverfity  of  Perfons ,  and  Diverfity  of  Defeafes  \  (fb  underftood

fearing.  And  this  is  efteemed,  the  moft  Learned  and  fafeft  In¬ 
vention  ;  for  the  Great,  and  the  Wealthy  to  truft  their  Lives  with. 

Let  the  World  dote  on  ;  and  the  Sham  be  their  Help  when 
they  need;  let  Formality  and  Conje&ure  manage  their  Cures ; 
Sic  Papulae  visit  decipi ,  &  decipiatur. 

I  need  not  tell  you  now  all  the  Difeafes  by  Name ;  that  this 
Salutiferous  Expedient  is  proper  for,  and  effectual :  Sufficient  it  is, 
and  more  fatisfaclory  that  I  have  fhewed  you,  how  it  oppofbth 
‘the  molt  of  them,  in  their  Nature  and  Caufes :  Whereby  you 
'may  truft  your  own  Re  a fon  •  and  not  my  bare  Afiertion.  But 
ionic  fort  of  People,  that  know  nothing  of  Difeafes,  but  their 
Names  *,  will  fay,  you  have  not  told  us  what  Difeafes,  the  Ca¬ 
tholic  Medicine  is  good  for

and  it  is  all  but  venture :  In  the  Sick  Man’s  good  Fate ,  is  the 
greateit  Hope  of  Recovery  :  And  this  is  the  common  Cafe,  in  the 
Preferring  Mode.  This

Difeafes 
in  their  Infancy  are  eafily  Commanded  :  But  having  growth 
and  ftrength  by  time  ;  they  may  perhaps  be  too  ftrong  for  you 
to  Mafter  \  at  leaft  more  obftinate  and  difficult  to  deal  with. 
Qbfla  principiis, — -  is  the  belt  Policy. 

Some  are  afraid  to  take  Vhyfick  in  the  -D-Days,  or  Hot  Wea¬ 
ther  j  as  being  a  dangerous  Seafbn ;  and  they  will  Hay  till  the 
Fall  of  the  Leaf;  tho7  there  may  be  Efficient  occafion  for  Vhyfick 
before.

So  ready,  and  eafy  to  be  taken  :  So  fafe,  gentle,  and  p!ea~ 
fant  in  Operation  ;  that  nothing  hitherto, hath  performed  like  it,  as 
I  can  know  of  ;  having  been  given  to  Women  with  Child,  and 
little  Children  fecurely,  and  fuccefsfully ;  as  the  mod  innocent, 
and  wholfom  for  their  ufe.

But  don’t 
deceive  your  felf,  with  an  over-weaning  Opinion,  i’ll  tell  you 
how  far  a  'Prefer thing  Conjultathn  may  conduct  you  fafely  »  and 
where  it  will  leave  you,  at  Hazard  or  Uncertainty, 

Confutation  may  give  you  the  State  of  your  Cafe ;  Mame- your 
Difeafe,  or  Complication ,  and  Parts  affected  :  What  Diatetic  Regi¬ 
men  to  obferve,  and  what  to  avoid  ;  whether  Phlebotomy  be  necef 
fury,  or  not  ?  and  fuch  like.

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And  in  this  matter,  I  will  Appeal  to  the  molt  Skilful  and  Dex~ 
trous  Proficients  jn  the  defigning  and  Elaboration  of  Medicines(far 
above  any  Prefer  iber)  if  ever  they  Projected  any  new  Medicine, 
of  confiderable  Intention  and  Operation  •  but  proving  and  fecond 
thoughts,  corrected  fome  E-ror^  and  made  Alterations  for  im¬ 
provement  :  And  he  Hops  not  there,  but  proceeds  on  for  Meli¬ 
oration.  And  lometimes  it  happens,  that  the  firft  Proje&ion 
hath  lb  difappointed  Expectation,  that  he  never  proceeds  far¬ 
ther:  lo  nice  and  difficult  is  Medicine  \  that  it  requires  muck  * 
Time ,  ftudious  Thoughts ,  and  much  Labour ,  to  make  it  confide-? 
rable,  and  a  certain  good  Remedy,  to  perform  a  lecure,  and  effi¬ 
cacious  Operation. 

If  Confutation  were  to  fit  de  Die ,  in  Diem  >  for  a*  confiderable* 
time  ;  to  EleB  and  InfpeB  •  to  Form  and  Reform  ;  to  Prove  and 
Improve  every  Procefs3  thereby  to  arrive  gradually  to  a  compleat' 
Medicine 5  Then  I  Ihould  like  Consultation  (of  Doctors Phar~ 
macoposans)  above  any  fingle  Perfon,  or  fingle  Medicine  :  But  all 
this  delator y  Proceedings  cannot  be  allowed  ;  the  Patient  requires 
prelent  Help  \  and  the  appropriated  new  Medicine  deviled  for* 
him,  he  mull  take^  whether  it  be  good  or  bad  ;  agree  or  difa-- 
gree  *,  he  muff  prove  it. 

Upon  thele  Confiderations,  I  think  my  lelf  more  lecure  in 
Phjfick ,  and  better  provided  for,  than  a  Prince:  And  1  had  ra-- 
ther  truff  the  Catholic  Medicine,  in  any  dubious  Difeale,  or  lur- 
prile  of  Sicknefs  (  often  dilguiled  under  a  Fever )  than  the  Me-* 
dicines  Conjeffurally  defigned,  by  the  belt  convocation  of  Pre - 
feribing  Phylitians,  that  ever  was  conven'd,  for  the  greatefi 'Mo¬ 
narch  in  Europe.  And  for  this  confidence,  I  might  give  liifficient' 
Reafons  to  fupport  it  but  I  refer  you  to  what  hath  been  laid 
through  this  Diicourfe  •,  and  aifo  to  former  Traces  s  The  Practice 
of  Phjfick  Reformed ^Ojc.  and  Ignota  Febrts ,  which  having  perilled  ; 
then  tell  me  what  Security  3  and -what  Hizards  you  find  in  fuch* 
Confultations. 

1  do  not  doubt  but  the  Duke  of  Savoy  had  Confiiltation  enough  * 
to  get  rid  of  his  Intermitting  Fever  (. Anglice  an  Ague )  which  was 
going,  and  returning  >  off  and  on  again,  for  the  lpace  of  a 
Year;  to  thedifrepate  of  his  Phi  fi  dans  :  they  plied  him  withjfa- 
fuits  Powder  iufficientiy,and  too  much^(as  lorn oPrathjers  here  do) 
knowing  no  better  Remedy  •  for  although  this  checks  the  Paroxyfim- 
and  often  puts  by  the  Ague  for  feme  time  ;  yet  the  Minora 
Morbi  being  left  behind  ;  the  Ague  returns  again  ;  or  produceth 

foniQ; 
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ibme  other  Chronic  Difeafe,  and  the  Patient  is  left  in  a  ValetudL 
awry.  State  ;  making  new  Complaints  arifing  from  the  old  Morbi¬ 
fic  matter. 

The  Catholic  Medicine  is  no  fuch  fallacious  Help  *,  but  would 
have  done  that  Prince ,  truer  and  better  Service,  than  all  the  Cor¬ 
tex  Peruvianas  of  America  \  or  what  elfe,  the  Confiultations  of  his 
Country  could  devife ;  and  eradicate  that  lurking  Morbous  mat¬ 
ter,  fecurely  and  eafily,  in  a  tenth  part  of  that  time  they  were 
about  it.  Give  this  Medicine  a  fair  Tryal  in  fuch  like  Cafes  ‘ 
you  will  then  find  thefe  words  to  be  true- 

Sir  William  Huffy,  his  Majefly’s  Ambahador  to  the  Pert  •  unfor¬ 
tunately  (to  the  Confederates  great  lols)  Died  at  the  point  of  his 
Negotiating  a  Peace :  And  the  report  came  that  he  dyed  of  a 
Fever  that  is,  he  Dyed  of  they  know  not  what ;  for  none  dies 
of  a  Fever,  tho’  few  dies  without  a  Fever  :  Fsbris  eft  Morbi  Sym p- 
toma,  fiolummodo .  Febrile  Heat  is  no  Di fie  a  fie,  but  a  Symptom  de¬ 
pendant  thereon  ;  which  Dependancies  are  many  and  various. 
I  remark  from  thence  ;  that  his  Helpers  were  infufficient,  and  the 
■means  pernicious :  For  if  they  profecutcd  upon  that  erroneous 
Notion  of  a  Fever  (as  reported  )  then  there  was  a  great  Minijhr 
loft,  and  a  great  Affair  mifearried  by  fuch  Ignorance.  ^ 

But  what  need  I  go  fo  fir  as  Savoy,  or  Hungary,  to  fetch  Ex¬ 
amples  of  Male  Practice  in  Fevers,  when  we  have  it  filed  in  every 
Pothecarys  Shop  in  England  ;  and  promoted  by  many  known  Au¬ 
thors  of  Account ;  for  Pradtifers  to  imitate. 

Search  the  Files  of  Recipes  between  Algate  and  Wefiimlnflerfm- 
clufive  , .  which  coft  fb  many  thoufmd  Pounds ;  ( and  prcbably^ 
fome  thoufmd  Lives )  there  you  may  fee  the  fudden  Refiult  of 
Prescribing  Learning,  in  the  time  of  need  and  danger:  Th  scon- 
jtftural  Determinations, and hafty  Defignments  in  Pharmacy:  There 
you  may  fee,  the  killing  Doctrine  of  Fevers  put  in  Execution  ; 
and  much  more,  if  I  had  time  to  tell  you. 

But  how  the  Medicine- Makers  did  operate,  you  cannot  fee 
that,  but  you  may  fuppofe.  If  Maher  Pothecary  has  left  off  the 
Blue  Apron  •  turn’d  Gentleman ,  and  a  Praftifier  211  Phyllck  ;  the 
Boys  will  take  care  of  the  Do  ft  or  s  Prefcripts ;  and  then  you  need 
not  fear,  but  they  wiil  be  exactly  prepared,  Secundum  Artem . 
But  if  a  Medicine  fhould  chance  to  be  J poll'd,  or  miftake  happen; 
you  mult  not  know  that ;  and  ’tis  well  enough  then. 


For 
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For  many  Realbns,  I  will  not  Dye  in  the  mode  of  the  Great, 
and  the  Rich ;  Conlultation  fhall  never  fit  about  fending  me 
away  ;  I  fhall  not  venture  my  Life  upon  chance  Practice.  I 
cannot  lo  well  truft  the  Inquifition  of  a  Jury  of  Doctors  ;  for  if 
the  common  Learning  (which  I  don’t  like)  fhould  give  them 
mis-information  ^  then  perhaps  I  may  Dye  for  it. 

I’ll  rather  truft  my  Life  with  the  Catholic  ExtraB ;  .becaufe  I 
well  know  what  this  hath  Done ;  and  what  it  will  A?,  in  dubious 
and  dangerous  Sicknefs :  But  what  various  Opinions ,  and  differing 
Conjectures  in  Conlultation  may  do  ;  that  I  know  not,  and  am 
diffident :  For  I  judge  it  more  rational,  and  chufe  rather  to  truft 
the  Experiments  already  made,  by  a  Medicine  compleated  Com- 
prehenfively  ;  than  Experiments  to  be  made,  by  dubious  Notions , 
and  with  uncertain,  untryed  Medicines • 

This  moft  ufeful  Comprehenfive  Remedy  is^it  for  a  Prince ;  for 
I  do  believe  (without  Vanity)  none  of  the  Sovereign  Potentates , 
hath  the  ufe  of  better  ;  and  f  wifh  they  all  had  fo  good  :  And 
it  is  alfb  made  fit  for  People  of  the  lower  Rank  ^  becaufe  the 
Purchafe  is  not  great :  and  for  their  fake  it  was  lb  under-rated  j 
that  they  might  not  be  excluded  the  Benefit ;  elfe  it  might  de- 
lervedly  be  valued  equal  with  Gold. 

But  did  I  lay  it  was  fit  for  a  Prince  ?  Then  I’ll  lay  it  again  ; 
becaufe  it  is  Supream  in  fuo  genere  :  for,  the  Materia  Medica  will 
afford  no  better  \  and  Confrltation  cannot  defign  better ;  never 
yet,  lo  good. 

That  which  is  fit  for  a  Prince  (in  this  cafe)  is  alio  fit  for  the 
Fleet,  and  the  Armies  of  a  Prince :  They  are  his  Defence  and 
Safety  *  then  nothing  can  be  too  good  for  fuch  Men,  that  ven¬ 
ture  their  Lives  to  fecure  His ;  and  all  that  is  called  His  •  Domi¬ 
nion,  Kingdom,  or  Empire.  If  the  common  laying  be  true  ,*  Befi¬ 
ts  heft  Cheap  :  It  is  more  dpecially  lo,  in  this  great  concern  of 
Life  in  danger  by  Sicknels :  Then  do  I  think  it  the  beft  State- 
Policy,  to  value«the  Lives  of  fuch  Men  by  a  due  Efiimate ;  and 
let  them  have  fuch  Medical  Provifion,  as  may  do  true  and  real 
Service,  in  the  time  of  need  *  not  the  Formality  of  Phyfick,  fuch 
as  Marine  and  Military  Men  ufe  to  have;  which  I  well  know 
what  it  is ;  meaning  the  internal  Medicines. 

When  a  grand  Fleet  fhall  go  out,  with  their  Complement  of 
Men,  ftrong  and  healthy  :  and  in  a  Ihort  time  return,  enervated 
and  difpirited  by  Sicknels,  or  Indifpofition  of  Body  5  and  their

Number  much  leflened  :  Some  thrown  over  Board  •  many  fet  a 
Shore  fick  and  leeble.  Does  this  come  fo  frequently  by  Provi¬ 
dence  ?  or  by  Improvidence  and  Imprudence  ;  through  want  of  true 
Medicinal  Stores ,  and  due  management  ? 

Prirfces  do  think,  (as  they  are  made  to  believe)  that  their 
Military  Men,  and  their  Mariners  are  well  provided  for  in  Phy- 
fick  ;  but  I  think  otherwife,  for  Reafbns  which  they  know  not : 
And  that  a  far  better  Apparatus. may  be  defigned  for  Fleet  and- 
Armies ;  Medicines  fewer  in  Number  ;  much  lefs  in  Bulk  •  more 
expedite  and  ready  for  XJfe  ;  more  certain  and  efficacious  to  Anfwer 
Intentions  •  more  fecure  und  eajie  to  be  managed  by  the  Surgeons 
and  Mates  •  more  commodioujly  portable  to  attend  in  Marches  and 
Tranjportations* 

But  how,  and  what  all  this  may  be ;  ’tis  time  enough  to  give 
an  Account,  when  demanded  s  by  thole  who  are  chiefly  con¬ 
cern’d,  and  made  fenfible  hereof 

When  Epidemical  Sicknefs  comes  into  Camps,  and  Fleets^  as 
Fluxes ,  or  malign  Scorbutic  Fevers  ;  what  powerful  means  is. 
provided,  but  the  Formality  of  Phyfick,  to  Pop  the  Mortality 
of  liich  Difeafes  ?  The  late  Expedition  into  Ireland :  That  of  the 
IVef  Indies  *  and  fcarce  a  Summer  palfeth.  without  Memento  s  of 
Infufficiency,  by  Sea  and  Land. 

There  commonly  attends  wounded  People  ;  contufed  Inter¬ 
nally,  or  Fradur’d;  thefe  Symptoms  ;  Pain,  Watching,  lols  of 
Appetite,  Coftivenels,  Febrile  Heat,  Apoitemation*  Putrid  Sa¬ 
nies,  dx  Such  preternatural  Effeds,  are  dependant  upon  each 
other,  as  Caufes  and  Effeds :  And  to  anfwer  thele  Indications y 
various  particular  Medicines  are  appointed  by  Authors,  and; 
uled  by  Pradilers,  in  their  Methods  alternatively  ;  at  the*  Dis¬ 
cretion  and  Judgment  of  every  Phyfitian,  or  Surgeon. 

Now  to  do  all  this  internal  buflnefs  Comprehenfively ;  I  would 
level  at  the  Syndrom  concatenated  and  dependant ;  with  a  Com¬ 
plication  of  Medicinal  Virtues,  operating  Conjundim  in  a  Jingle 
Medicine.;.  Which  I  judge  more  fecure  and  certain,  than. a  train 
of  Medicines  making  their  Efforts  fuccejjively  ;  and  alfo  frujlrane - 
mfy  •  in  aiming  at,  and  applying  to  Dependants,  which  do  not 
require  peculiar  Medicines ;  as  not  having  the  true.  Importance 
©f  an  Indication . 

Much  more  might  be  laid  as  to  the  Military  Pradice ;  but  I 
pafs  it  ever,,  and  nmft  haften.  to  a  Concluflom 
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Three  Things  I  muft  never  forget ;  and  therein  think  my  felf 
happy  *,  accounting  as  Providential  Favours  from  Heaven. 

1.  That  the  fafety  of  my  Life  in  Phyfick,  was  committed  to 
my  own  Care  and  Management ;  being  appointed  this  Poft,  a 
Vhyfitian  ;  not  a  Patient  to  Phyfitians  and  Pothecaries  • ,  and  fo  oft 
in  Danger  as  other  Folks  are,  by  the  uncertainty  and  caliialities'. 
that  attend  the  common  Mode  of  Phylick. 

?.  That  Providence  turn’d  me  out  of  the  Prefer  ibing  Road, 
many  years  ago  ;  into  a  more  fecure  and  nearer  way  :  That  I 
might  not  be  guilty  of  Chance-Medly,  fo  oft  as  other  Men  are* 
in  luch  a  hazardous  Chance  Practice. 

3 .  That  by  C<cleftial  Conduct  I  arrived  to  the  Knowledge  of 
this  Catholick  Extract ;  'than  which  I  know  nothing  in  Phyfick 
fo  ufeful,  and  advantageous  to  preferve  Human  Bodies  from  de¬ 
clining  and  decaying  •  or  fo  hopeful  to  Recover,  out  of  many  and 
various  Difeafes. 

The  two  former,  are  Memorable  Evils  avoided  :  as  are  evi¬ 
dent  by.  The  Pratt  ice  of  Phyfick  Reformed ;  and  Ignota  Febris ,  &ca 
The  third,  a  remarkable  Blejfing  to  my  felf ;  and  hath  been  like- 
wife,  to  many  others  *  and  may  be  fo  to  Thoufands  more  ;  if  In¬ 
credulity  do  not  bar  them  ;  and  the  vanity  of  their  Opinions 
draw  them  not  afide. 

The  firfl :  EjJay  of  this  Comprehenfive  Expedient,  was  made 
upon  my  folf  (about  ten.  Years  ago)  and  that  in  a  deiperate  and 
extreme  Cafe  :  I  committed  the  whole  Cure  to  this  alone  ;  not 
at  a  venture,  but  as  fatisfied  (after  fome  Days  Tryal  )  nothing  in 
Art  could  do  more  fecurely,  placidly,  and  effectually.  This  - 
Was  the  Digefiive  *  the  Abs  ter  five  \  the  Purgative  •  the  Anodyne  y 
Julep,  Clyfier ,  Traumatic,  and  Sarcotic  ;  Supplying  the  Place,  andU 
doing  the  Office  of  various  Medicines  ( as  Method  requires  in.

Had  I  procured  a  Confutation  of  Phyfitians  and  Surgeons ,  they 
could  not  have  done  better ;  and  perhaps  not  fo  well  .*  Various 
Opinions  and  differing  Conjectures,  arifing  from  many  Pleads 
hath  delayed,  and fometimes  fruft rated  a  Cure;  efpecially  when 
deviled,  new  form  d  Medicines  pro  re  nata,  hath  been  put  upon 
the  work.  In  fhort  ,  it  then  laved  my  Life  (inftrumentally,  and- 
enrinently)  and  fince  that  time  the  Lives  of  others  •  and  probably 
it  may  Toursr  with  diligent  Profecution,  and  difereet  Ufage.
